The  rea(bnr 
ing  brute  that  could  forget  bis  benefatflor,  they  deemed  an  object 
of  contempt  and  .deridon.  Rut  however  detellable  ingratitude  is, 
no  vice  prevails  more  univerfally  ;  and  the  man  of  yelterday^s  ob* 
fervation  will  fee,  that  thofe  on  whom  be  lavifhes  his  mod  benign 
favours,  generally  return  evil  for  good,  didimulation  for  lincerity, 
and’ hatred  for  kmdnefs. 

1  have  always  conddered  gratitude  as  the  (bul  of  virtue;  and 
the  man,  whether  in  high  or  low  life,  whole  heart  is  warmed 
with  its  genial  rays,  as  an  honour  to  human  nature,  aod  an  heir 
of  a  happy  immortality. 

In  Appian  and  other  aut)iors,  I  have  read  of  the  gratitude  of 
lioQs  and  lavage  aoiinals  to  their  benefadlors,  and  every  recital  of 
fuch  iiftions  tilled  my  bread  with  the  love  and  veuefatioo  of  this 
faired  of  Iflternal  Wlfdom’s  children  ;  but  the  recoUe<fHon  of  the 
following  adts  of  gratitude  iu  humble  rational  life,  ever  tills  mjr 
foul  with  rapture  aud  admiration. 

During  the  Tory  adminiftratioii  of  queen  Anne,  np  courtier 
was  more  carelfed,  adored,  .^d  rpifed  to  higher  piqccs  of  trod, 
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of  England  became  a  forlorn  fugitive,  Jp^^roned  ^vitb  all  the  drct. 
ry  horrors  of  want,  oppreffion,  ppverty,  and  contempt.  But  hovr 
was  his  heart  rejoiced  to  find  a  generous  and  ample  fupply  from 
an  unexpe<5ted  quarter,  even  from  his  bid  landlord  Jofepli.  I'hia 
grateful  man  hearing  of  the  duke’s  great  misfortunes,  thought  it 
the  lead  part  of  liis  duty, “to  relieve,  out  of  his  benefice,  the  nccef. 
fitics  of  his  great  and  good  patron,  to  whom  be  owed  all  his  living. 
My  dearellj’^^fays  he  to  his  wife,  do  you  hear  of  the  great 
vvants,  and  deep  didrclTrs,  of  our  noble  benefactor,  who  raifed  us 
to  our  prcfeni  afflueiit  (late.

A(loni(hed  at  this  fecond  atfl  of  kindnefs^’ 
his  grace  wrote  a  particular  detail  of  it  to  a  nobleman  at  court, 
who,  though  a  zealous  partizan  of  another  fac'tion,  had  ever  main; 
t.iined  a  (lri<51  and  inviolate  friendfliip  with  him.  *  By  his  iniercft 
jofeph  was  preferred  to  a  fecond  living  worth  500  1.  per  annum% 
l^ut,  before  his  promotion  took  place,  the' brave  duke  of  Ormond 
died  in  exile  ;  fo  that  Jofeph  could  no  longer  relieve  the  wants, 
ror  alleviate  the  niisfortunes  of  his  noble  patron  ;  for  he  was  gone 
down  to 'that  land  of  fjlencc  and  refl,  where  the'opprcffur  and  the 
€*ppre(red  meet  together-^and  his  Ibnl  had  winged  its’way  to  thofe 
pure  regions,  where  wealth  and  riches  are  accounted  contemptible 
trifles,  where  titles  and  dignities  are  trampled  on  with' (corn,  and 
where  virtue  alone  Is  exalted  and  ennobled  with  diftinguifliing  and 
eternal  bays.

I A  anlwer  to  tne  qncition  *  propoled  by  your  correlponaent, 
I  [P  •  307  ]  What  was  tlie  origin  of  Zninglius,  wherein  did^ht^ 
differ  from  Luther,  &c.  ?”  I  fend  you  the  following  brief  account  of 
him.  ■  -  ,  .  ^ 

Hiilderik,  or  Ulriek  Zninglins  was  born  in  the  canton  of  GUrif 
in  Switzerland,  anvo  1487.  His  father  being  wealthy  and  bid, 
and 'his  fon  very  young,  he  thought  the  fafeft  way  to  prefcryc  his 
riches  UH to.  his  fon,  was  to  build  and  endow  a  church’ at  Claris,  00 
konditinn  that  his  Ton  fhould  be  the  firft  prieft  of  it.  Whco.^'hf 
boy  came  to  fixtceh  years  of  age,  he  was  fenfible  of  his  owti  urt- 
worihinefs  to  have  the  charge  of*  fouls,  'and  therefore  went  to 
fliuly  at  the  univcrfity  of  Bafil,  where  he  made  great  proficiency 
in  learning.  He  was  called  by  Francis  Sickcngch,‘a  German  knigWf 
to  be  his  .preacher, ‘ and  whilft  thcre/tangbt^  that;  the  death  of 
is  the  ouly -price  of  our* redemption ;  with  boldnefi  he  fpol* 


(lance  of  his  docRrine,  ai>d  a<i(ainft  the  corruptions  of  the  church. 
The  fenate  of  Eurick,  in  order  to  determine  where  the  truth  Jay, 
appointed  a  convocation  of  all  the  clergy  within  their  jirridJi^ffion 
a^ainlt  January  13.  promifing  free  liberty  of  difputation  to  both 
p.inies;  and,  by  letters,  invited  the  bifliops  of  C'onftance,  Coire 
aiitl  Bafil,  either  to  attend  i*i  perlbn,  orto  fend  their  commiflioncry. 
There  alTcinbled ‘about  (ix  hundred  priells;  but  the  bifliop  of  Coa^ 
(lance  fent  in  his  name  John  Faber,  afterwards  bifhop  of  Vienna, 
who  alledged,  that  it  was  not  a  proper  time  or  place  to  decide 
iiiarters  of  that  kind,  which  appertained  propt^rly  to  a  general 
council,  and  the  pope  and  emperor  had  agreed  that  one  fhould  be 
loon  called*.  Zuinglius  alledged,  that- this  was  but  a  trick  to  a* 
ttiule  the  people  with  vain  hopes,  and  to  keep  them  in  grofs  dark- 
ne(s.  Becaufe  neither  Faber  nor  any  other  would  undertake  to 
difpntc  with  Zuinglius,  the  bn rgb-m after,  by  orders  of  the  fenat<^ 
broke  up  the  alTembly,  with  this  injunction,  that  all  tradiciotis  of 
men'  be  laid  aiide,  and  religion  taught  according’  to  the  books  of 
the  Old  and  New  Teftanietit. 

The  principal  thing  wherein  Zuinglius  differed  from  Luther, 
was  with  refpe(5t  to  the  dodlrinc  of  the  real  prefence  of  Chrift  in 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Supper.  Zuinglius  taught  pretty  much  the 
fame  do(^brine  on  this  head  as  the  reformed  churches  do  at  pre- 
fent ;  namely,  that  when  Chrift  faid  in  the  words  of  inftitiition, 

this  is  my  body,^'  he  fpokc  in  a  figurative  fenfc  5  that  Chrift’s 
bod/  is  not  given  in  the  Holy  Supper  with  the  bread  and  wine, 
blit  is  prefent  above  only  in  the  higheft  heavens  at  the  right-hand 
of  God  :  whereas  Luther  and  bis  followers,  though  they  deny 
tranfubftantiation,  ,or  the  real  change  of  the  elements  into' thb 
body  and  blood  of  Chrift;  yet  they  maintain  what  is  commonly - 
called  the  dotftrine  of  confobftantiation;  that  we  receive  Chrift^a 
body  alongft  with  thefe  elements  •  or,  as  Luther  hitnfelf  expr^fl 
fed  it,  in  cumet  fub»  In  order  to  fuppori  this,  they  admit  the 
ubiquity  of  Chrift's  body,  and  a  twofold  prefeiicc  *of  it  vifible  and 
invifible.  On  the  feventeenth  of  December  1527,  the  fenste  off 
Bern,  the  moft  powerful  of  all  the  Swlfi  cantons,  made  a  public 
intimation  of  a  difpute  in  the  conireverfie?  of  religion,  to  begin 
January  ieventh,  and  invited  all  the  neighbouring  bifhops  to  be 
prefent.  None  of  the  bifhop#  came  or  lent,  but  feveral  of  the 
clergy  of  the  Romiffa  perfiiafion  attended  and  dliput^.  On  this 
occalion  Zuinglius  tnadr  a  diftfoguiflied  figure ^  and  on  the  twenfj^ 
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fixtli'of  Janaary  1528,  ibe  difpute  was  eoded.  Altars^  images 
and  maftes  were  forbidden  intern,  and  the  day  and  year  of  re¬ 
formation  was  marked  with  letters  of  gold  in  a  public  place,  as  a 
memorial  to  pofterity.  The  famous  Erafinus  was  prefent  at  this 
difpute,  and  gives  a  moft  entertaining  account  of  it  in  one  of  his 
epilUes  to  Cruciger,  iiiucli  to  the  advantage  of  the  reformed. 

In  the  year  1531,  the  PopiQi  cantons  took  up  arms  againft  the 
canton  of  Eurick:ahe  Eurickers  were  defeated  in  two  engage- 
jiients  ;  but  the  other  proteftant  cantons  coming  to  their  allKUnce, 
they  gained  the  third. battle,  and  a  peace  was  foon  after  concluded. 
Zuinglius  was  killed  in  the  fecond  of  ihefe  engageaients.  ‘  Jt  was 
liis  turn  to  go  preacher  with  the  army  :  his  friends  diiTuaded  him 
from  going,  and  would  have  had  another  to  go  in  hts‘ place;  but 
this  he  pofitively  refilled  to  agree  to,  faying,  if  he  did  not  go,  his 
enemies  would  fay,  he  that  preaches  for  religion  will  not  hazard 
his  life  for  it.  .  ...  .

Ohfervations  on  tinning  Copper^vsJJch. 

Ho  the  Publlflier  of  the  Weekly  Magazine. 

SIR, 

“  V  Y  7  E  have  been  peftered  of  late,  in  almofl  all  the  public  papers, 
V  V  with  a  difpute  between  the  copperfmiths  of  this  city,  and 
one  of  their  corporation,  who  endeavours  to  monopolize  a  particUi- 
lar  branch  of  their  trade,  under  the  faneflion  of  a  patent. — After 
reading  the  arguments  pro  and  row,  we  find  a  number  of  alterca¬ 
tions  on  both  fides  ;  but,  as  we  do  not  mean  to  fway  with  either 
j)arty,  but  aie  only  anxious  for  the  public  utility  (though,  we  mull 
own,  it  is  better  to  lofe  one  limb  than  the  whole  body),  there- 
iore  let  us  lay  thofe  alide,  and  candidly  compare  their  different 
■lethods,  according  to  their  own  defeription;  then  make  our  ob- 
fer  vat  ions. 

[For  thefe  deferiptions,  our  Readers  'mud  have  recourfe  to  the 
News-papers,  as  they  don't  fuit  us  to  infert  them  at  prefent.] 

I  own  the  patentee's  laft  advertiferaent  prejudiced  me  much 
in  his  favour,  by  candidly  difeovering  his  method  ;  and  that  too  at- 
lefled  by  two  gentlemen,  whofe*  judgment  and  veracity  none  will 
difpute.  But,  upon  confidcring  the  method  in  which  the  attefla* 
lion  mud.  have  been  granted,  and  the  manner  of  procuring  pa¬ 
tents,  I  was  rather  inclined  to  think  otherwife.  For,  if  ihefe 
gentlemen  of  the  corporation  had  prefented  a  piece  of  copper  tin¬ 
ned  in  his  method,  certainly  it  would  be  preferred  by  any  judges 
to  a  piece  done  in  the  old  method  ;  and  therefore,  what  is  the 
life  of  the  certificate,  but  to  prove,  that  the  gentlemen  found 
what  is  called  the  ntv)  method  preferable  to  the  old?  which  I  be¬ 
lieve  none  will  deny,  thongh  it  will  not  anfwer  in.  veflels  very 
much  w'orc  :  But  every  perfbn  mud  perceive,  that  a  piece  done  in 
the  method  deferibed  by  the  corporation,  would  be  preferred  to 
the  old  by  thefe  gentlemen,  if  any  individual  had  defired  them  to 
make  the  comparifbn  ;  nay,  that  of  the  corporation  will  be  found 
preferable  to- the  new  method,  where  the  tin  only  enters  into  the 
interdices  of  the  points  formed  by  hammering  on  a  rough  an¬ 
vil  ;  but,  when  hammered  on  the  fmooth  anvil,  there  can  be 
but  very  little  tin  on  the  points ;  whereas,  in  the  method  de« 
feribed  by  the  corporation,  when  the  metal  is  foft  and  porous, 
it  mud  attraifl  the  tin  more  equally,  and  in  as  great  qitati.tity, 
especially  by  the  tin  fitter  fur  the  purpofc,  and  when  laid 


on  a  fecond  tune.  And  had  this  gentleman,  or  any  individUalof 
the  corporation,  applied  for  a  patent,  it  is  obvious,  he' would  have 
obtained  it  at  pleafure  by  pacing  the  common  dues,  though  every 
one  of  the  corporation  knew  the  method  as  well  :  Tbereiore  they 
ought  lo  keep  by  their  own  method,  which  feeius  preferaMe'^lo 
iheoid,as  there  is  a  lefs  quantity  of  lead  combined  with  the  tin  • 
for  greater  inifthief  is  produced  by  the  lead  than  can  podibly  arife 
from  any  verdigreafe  from  the  copper,  if  the  veflels  are  kept  clean 

and  dry. - Upon  the  whole,  this  new  method  Ihould  only  have' 

the  fiine  effect  on  the  corporation  of  copperfmiths,  as  the  pompous 
adveriifeinents,  which,  under  royal  letters  patent,  certify  medicines 
that  cure  every  difeafe,  have  on  regular  phyficians. — And  there. 
iVirc,  if  I  have  a  very  old  pot  or  pan,  I  may  truft  them  a  little  to 
the  lire,  but  never  to  the  haniinering  of  the  new  method,  becaufc 
1  had  better  buy  a  new  one.  Civjs.

King^s  Bench  Prtfon. 

To  the  Right  Honourable  William  Lord  Mansfield,  Lord  Chief 
Jujlice  of  his  Majejiy^s  Court  of  King* s  Bench. 

My  Lord, 

1  ,4/  E  the  priPmers  for  debt  in  the  KingN-bench,  moft  humbly 
V  V  beg  leave  to  petition  your  lordlhip  for  a  relief  from  griev. 
atices,  which  are  in  their  nature  prejudicial  to  the  (late,  unufeful 
to  onr  creditors,  and  totally  deftruCtivc  to  our  wives,  children,  and 
dependants. 

We  are  fenfible  that  any  attack  on  the  practice  which  h.is  been 
aniimed  over  our  bodies  by  our  plaintiffs,  for  fo  long  a  period  of 
lime,  and  which  may  feem  at  firlt  view,,  till  properly  confidered, 
a  lecnriiy  to  trade,  will  meet  with  fonie  oppoiition.  But  your 
lordfhip’s  high  (laiion  and  abilities  give  you  power,  and  we  doubt 
not  your  humanity  and  benevolence  will  give  yon  inclination,  to 
fiirmouiit  it,  and  to  reform  fuch  ufurpation,  and  refcue  fo  many 
iniferable  families  as  are  now  (larving  in  jail,  from  the  inevitable 
diHlniclion  that  otherwife  now  hangs  over  their  heads. 

No  pofitive  law  has  given  a  clear  permifiion  to  our  creditors  fo 
cruelly  to  punifh  us,  when  it  cannot  be  of  the  fmalled  advantage 
to  thetnfelves;  but  the  contrary;  for  we  mud,  while  we  have  it, 
(pcMid  that  property  in  prilbn  which  ought  to  be  divided  aniongft 
them.

nMe  than  immediate.  The  felons  have  rooms  allotted  for  them 
bread  provided  by  the  county,  twice  a-year  they  are  brought  be¬

An  Anecdote  of  Biffiop  Burnet. 

Bishop  Bumet  was  famous  for  that  ablence  of  thought  whick 
conltiiutes  the  cliaracler  of  what  the  French  call  VBiOUfdle, 
All  the  world  knows,  that  at  Paris,  about  the  year  1680,  fevcral 
ladies  of  quality  were  imprifoned,  on  fiifpicion  of  poifoning,  and 
among  the  red,  the  countefs  of  Soiffons,  niece  pf  cardtnabMyH* 
rinr,  and  mother  of  the  famous  w  arrior  prince  Lttgene  of  Savoy. 
In  the  latter  end  of  qiieen  Anne’s  reign,  when  the  prince  came  o* 
ver  to  Kngland,  bilhop  Burnet,  whbfe  curiofity  was  as  eager  as 
that  of  any  woman  in  the  kingdom,  begged  of  the  dulM  of  Marl¬ 
borough,  that  he  might  have  the  facisfardion  of  being  in  eonptny 
with  a  perfon  whofe  fame  refbunded  through  all  Lurope*  The 
duke  complied  with  his  rcquell,  on  condition  that  hp  woirfd  be  •- 
pon  his  guard  againil  faying  any  thing  that  might  give  di%rf» 
and  he  was  invited  to  dine  vyith  the  pri»Ke,  apd  other  coroptpfV 
Atarlburough.houfe.  The  bidiop,  mindful  of  the,  caution  be 
received,  refolved  to  (it,lilenc  and  incognito  during  the  whole  ea- 
tcruiumeut ;  and  might  have  kept  his  rcibluiion.  had  uol  prince 
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Of  the  Court  of  Exchequer^ 

IN  the  cxclic(|iier  there  are  two  courts  held  ;  in  the  one  caufes 
are  tried  according  to  law,  and  the  other  according  to'  equity. 
Tlie  court  of  equity  is  held  before  the  lord  treafurer,  the  chan* 
cellor  of  the  exchequer,  and  one  or  more  of  the  barons  5  but  the 
court  of  judicial  proceedings,  according  to  law,  is  held  before  the 
barons  only. 

In  this  court  are  tried  all  matters  relating  to  the  revenues  of  the 
crown  ;  fucli  as  concern  accounts,  cultoms  and  fines,  &c.  for  which 
purpofe  four  judges  are  appointed,  who  are  called  Barons  of  the 
Kxchequer,  the  firll  whereof  is  the  Lord  Chief  Baron,  whofe  fa* 
lary  is  3000  1.  and  the  falary  of  the  red  is  zooo  1.  per  annum* 
'J'heie  is  al fo  the  Curfitor  Barony  who  fils  with  the  other  barons, 
but  is  not  a  judge  of  the  court,  his  office  being  only  to  adminiller 
the  oaths  t»  flierifFs,  undcrdlieriifs,  bailiffs,  and  the  officers  of  the 
cuilciiii^houfe. 

For  the  allidauce  of  ihefe  barons,  and  for  the  more  regular  di(^ 
patch  of  hufinefs,.  there  are  fcveral  officers  w'ho  Rave  places  of  con* 
iiderahle  truft  and  profit,  particularly,  i.  The  King’s  Remem¬ 
brancer,  who  has  under  him  eight  fworn  attomies,  two  of  whom 
are  diflinguiflied  by  the  title  of  Secondaries,  and  iii  whofe  office  "a 
Hate  of  all  the  accounts  concerning  the  king’s  revenue-  is  enteted 
(except  fheriffs  and  bailiffs  accounts)',  all  fccurities  for  the  faithful 
difeharge  of  offices  are  taken,  a^d  all  proceedings  thereopon  made^ 
'as  well  as  procefles  ifTued  to  caiife  all  accountanci  to.  bring  in  and 
*  fettle  their  accounts.  And  all  proceedings  in  the  exchequer,  as  a 
court  of  equity,  are  here  lodged.  2.  The  Lord  Treafurer’s  Re¬ 
membrancer  hat  fix  attornies,  or  fworn  clerks  under  him,  two  of 
whom  are  called  Secondaries;  and. the  hufinefs  of  this  office  If  to 
make  procefs  againll  all  fheriffi,  receivers,  &c.  for  their  accounts, 
and  to  cranfatd.  ofher  matters  of  moment.  3.  The  Clerk  of  the 
.VoL.  XI.  A  a  a  J*ipe, 


Fugene,  feeing  him  a  dignified  clergyman,  taken  it  in  his  head  to 
alk  who  he  was.  He  no  fuouer  undei*ilood  that  it  was  Dr  Burner, 
of  whom  he  had  often  heard,  than  he  addreffed  himfclf  to  the 
bifliop,  and,  among  other  queflions,  afkcd  when  he  was  lafi  at  Pa* 
ris.  Burnet,  fluttered  by  riiis  unexpected  addrefs,  and  ffill  more 
perplexed  by  an  eager  defire  to  give  the  fatisfaction  required,  an* 
fvvered,  with  precipitation,  that  he  could  not  recollect  the  year, 
but  it  was  at  the  time  when  the  conntefs  of  Soifibns  was  imprifon- 
ctl.  He  had  fcarcc  pronounced  the  words,  when,  his  eyes  meet¬ 
ing  thofe  of  the  duke,  be  inflantly  recognized  his  blunder,  and 
was  deprived  of  all  the  difcreiiou  he  had  left.  He  redoubled  his 
error,  by  afkiiig  pardon  of  his  highnefs^;  he  flared  wildly  around, 
and  feeing  the  whole  company  embarrafTed,  and  out  of  counte* 
nance,  retired  in  the  utmoll  confufion. 
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pipe,  into  wliofe  office  all  accounts  wliicli  pafs  ibe  Keniembran* 
cer’s  urtke,  arc  brought.

The  Clerk  of  the  Pleas,  in  whofa 
office  all  the  officers  of  the  exchequer,  and  other  privileged  per- 
lons  who  are  debtors  to  the  king,  &c,  have  right  to  plead,  or  be 
impleaded,  in  all  matters  at  cominon  law  ;  and  ibis  privilege  is 
granted  to  thefe  oflkers,  that  they  may  not  be  obligecl  to  go  out 
of  their  own  court  where  their  attendance  is  required.  ScfidcS' 
the  clerk,  there  are  five  Sworn  Attornies  and  a  Foreign  Oppofer. 

I'hcre  is  likewife  a  clei;k  of.  the  Fllreals,  who  receives  the 
FllrCvits,  or  exirac^ts,  every  teim  out  of  the  Lord  Treafurer\s  Re- 
nieinbfancer’s  office,  and  vvViies  them  out  to  be  levied  for  the  king. 

.  Tvvo  Auditors  of  the  Iinprefs,  who  audit  the  accounts  of  his 
maje^ly^s  monies  imprelh,  mint,  cu{lom.«,  vvaidrob^,  lirll  fruits  aiid 
tenths,  naval  and  miliiary  expentes,  See.  ' ,  . 

FtJiir  Auditors  of  tiie  Revenue,  whofe  bulinefs  it  is  to  audit  all 
accounts  of  the  revenue  and  fiibiidies  grained  by  parliament. 

Remembrancer  of  the  Firft  Fruits.  _  There  arc  feveral  .>officers 
belonging  to  this  office,  and  their  bufinefs  is  to  take  compofitions 
for  the  firft  fruits  and  tcnihs,  and  to  proceed  againft  thole,  who 
aie  unwilling  to  pay. 

Befides  thefe  there  is  a  Chief-ufher,  who  is  by  inheritance  pro* 
cl  iniiior  of  the  court  of  common  plea.s,  a  cle  rk  of  the  parceh,  clerk 
of  the  nichels,, marlhal  of  the  court, .and  many  other  lubordinate 
officers,  which,  for  brevity’s  fake,  we  are  obliged  to  omit.

A  Sermon  preached  before  the  Honour* 
a' Id  HousM  of  COMMONS,  at  St.  Mar- 
>»arct's  Wcftminltcr,  on  fVednrfdajt  Jan. 
33.  i77r.  iJy  James  King,  M.  A. 
C'uplain  to  the  Hon.  house  of  Com¬ 
mons. 

The  text  to  this  fermnn'is.  "Where* 
fore  ye  muft  needs  be  fubje(5l,  not 
only  for  wrath,  but  alfo  for  cuofcience 
lake,  Rom.  xiii.  ^ 

In  difeourfing  on  which  words,  Mr 
King  examines  upon  what  the  abfolute 
fivcreigiity  of  God  hlmfclf  is  founded; 
and  then  fliew^  how  this  upplies  Co  hii- 
in.n  aothoriiy,  fo  as  to  in.ike  it  au  ob- 
jvCt  of  religious  fanCftion, 

**  Whsae-evee  God  is  fnppofed  to 
give  p«i\ver  (fays  this  reverend  gentle¬ 
man),  we  mutt  iikewife  conclude.tbat  he, 
for  tlic  greater  part,  joins  to  it  fonie 
j>rop*.riiiui  of  bis  other  perfet5ii»>ns  i  for 
pitvver,  divine  <>r  human,  would  have  a 
terrible  operation,  without  a  due  mix- 
tuie  of  jtiUice,  wifdoji,  and  goodnefs* 
Not  that  we  are  to  require  perfetRion  in 
our  governors,  as  a  condition  necedary 
to  our  ohedieucc.  It  mult  be  fuch  wif- 
dom  and  fuch  juRice  only,  as  we  have  a 
right  to  expect  in  the  ordinary  conrfe 
of  nature  from  beings  full  of  frailty  and 
impcrfecftiou*  All  governors,  whether 
(as  in  our  country)  appointed  by  peculiar 
dclignatiun  in  certain  families,  or  by 
election  of  the  people,  muR  be  coniider- 
ed  as  men  of  like  paflions  and  iiiSmii- 
tics  with  ourfelves.  The  people  are 
bound  in  confcience  to  bear  their  mif- 
t.tkrs  and  weaknelTes  at  long  as  they  are 
bearable;  they  are. to  take  care,  that 
they  do  not  miltake  the  incodvenient 
for  the  intolerable.  .And  the  reafoo  is 
as  evideut  as  the  duty  it  cogent.  Govern- 
oieiit  mult  be  adminiltered  by  men.  Men 
mult  be  imperfect.  To  puli  down  go¬ 
vernment  for  fuch  imperfection,  is  in 
efleCt  to  renounce  all  forts  of  civil  in- 
Ititution.  This  renunciatiou  would  be 
the  unqaritioncd  rigbe  and  privilege, 
perhaps  ibe  duty  of  all  who  are  placed 
in  fubjeCtion,  if  they  tkemfeivea  poilef* 
led  the  perfedUou  of  rcafon^  aod  that 


abfolute  moderation  of  paflinti,  whirli 
their  governors  wanted.  But  fuch  is  the 
wife  conltitotion  of  Almighty  God.  that 
frail  men  Iliould'be  ruled  by  men  of 
like  frailty  ;  and  therefore  jt  it  his  will^ 
that  rulers  and  fubjeCts  Hioiild  bear  each 
others  burdens;  that,  in  unitj  offpirit, 
and  in  tfic  bond  of  pvace^  in  true  fevtul  af¬ 
fection  and  brotherly  .charity,  they 
fliould  heartily  unite  their  eiideavoart 
for  leiTening  ibo  inconveoieociei,  the 
miferies  and  vices  of  this  mortal  life; 
and  nor,  like  adverfc  parties  who  have 
dilFerenc  views  and  intgrelts,  contend 
with  each  other,  the  one  to  give  autho¬ 
rity  the  molt  unliniUed  ftrtuh,  the  o- 
ther  to  circumferibe  obedience  within 
the  narrowclk  limits;  nor  try  how  far 
each,  may  approach  to  the  conRuet  of 
excefs  without  falling  into  it;  leR  vio- 
leocc  and  oppreflion  Rmuld  enfue  on  the 
one  hand,  or  fedition  and  rebellion  on 
the  other!  left  the  people,  by  indnlging 
their  fpleeii  and  refeuimcnt  agalnit 
their  governors,  and  the  governors  by 
defpihng  the  feelings  of  the  people, 
iliAuld  iiifeniibly  proceed  to  fuch  lengths, 
as  to  put  it  out  of  the  power  of  either 
to  proceed  tilth  innocence,  or  to  retreat 
with  fafety.
